Subbing on WLS radio Wednesday 
morning, Rod Blagojevich described his 
arrest by the FBI on corruption charges as 
“my tsunami,” and called Gov Quinn and 
legislative leaders “scoundrels” for passing 
an income tax hike. 

“Lawmakers wanted to throw me out of 
office long before I, you know, I had my 
tsunami happen to me,” said Blagojevich, 
who along with his wife, Patti, filled in for 
vacationing hosts Don Wade and Roma. 

“I would keep them in session for these 


record special sessions because I wouldn’t 
budge on the budget and they wouldn’t 
want to do certain things and it would get 
ugly,” the former governor said. 

“I was hijacked from office,” he contin- 
ued. “Pat Quinn got there and he made a 
deal with [leaders in the House and Senate] 
that he was going to sock it to the people 
and solve the problems of government on 
the backs of the hard-working people of 
Illinois.” 

Patti Blagojevich criticized Quinn for 
appointing former Rep. Careen Gordon to 
the state’s prisoner review board. 


Republicans have charged that Gor- 
don voted for the 67 percent income tax 
increase in exchange for the review board 
salary of $86,000. Gordon, a former pros- 
ecutor, has denied selling her vote. 

“What’s this selective prosecution?” 
Patti Blagojevich asked. “Why is it OK for 
Pat Quinn and Careen Gordon to act in 
this way but we’re sitting in this situation 
where you’re going to go to trial again for 
the second time for something far less con- 
crete than what they actually did.” 

Blagojevich was convicted last summer 
on one of the corruption counts against 
him. The jury deadlocked on the remain- 
ing counts, including trying to sell or barter 
the Senate seat vacated by Barack Obama 
when he became president. A retrial is set 
for April 20.

Lakeview leaders proposed plans Tuesday night 
that would convert the space under the Brown 
Line between the Southport and Paulina stops 
into a pedestrian-friendly pathway and turn the 
vacant lot next to the Paulina stop into an urban 
garden. 

The Lakeview Chamber of Commerce, the 
host of the event, didn’t reveal the cost of the 
Lakeview Area Master Plan, which would include 
adding green roofs and planting more trees. 

Heather Way the chamber’s executive direc- 
tor, said the chamber has been in talks with the 
CTA and the agency is “really open to our ideas.” 

For the vacant lot next to the Paulina Brown 
Line, the chamber proposes an urban garden run 
by high school students with a composting cen- 
ter and a farmers market on site. 

The space would feature an herb garden, fruit 
and nut trees and a rainwater collection center. 

The CTA is seeking buyers or tenants for that 
space, at 3400 N. Lincoln Ave. 

The chamber’s other CTA-related proposal, 
based on community input, was to beautify the 
dimly lit space under the Brown Line between 
the Paulina and Southport stops. 

The pedestrian path, called the “low line,” 
would feature native landscaping, murals, lumi- 
nous public art and solar-powered lanterns.

Chicago went six consecutive days 
without a homicide this month, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found. 

No homicides were recorded from 
March 6 through early Saturday morn- 
ing, when a 30-year-old man was shot to 
death in the 4800 block of West Cortez 
Street in Austin, according to RedEye 
data. 

Periods without homicides have 
occurred more frequently in the past 
few months. There were no homicides 
recorded in a five-day period in mid- 
January and a five-day period at the end 
of December, RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
recorded in Gage Park, Riverdale and 
West Garfield Park in the past week, 
RedEye found. 

The victims were men between the 
ages of 17 and 38, according to infor- 
mation from the Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office. 

Meanwhile, an 18-year-old man was 
beaten to death Sunday in Lincoln 
Square, officials said. 

So far March has seen 11 homicides. 
Thirty-one homicides were recorded 
in March 2010, RedEye determined.

Groupon’s latest deal: 
Cheap movie tickets

Groupon launched a two-day national deal 
Wednesday offering discounted tickets for 
the upcoming movie “The Lincoln Lawyer,” 
partnering with Lionsgate in what the studio 
said was a first for the feature film industry 

“The Lincoln Lawyer,” starring Matthew 
McConaughey in the lead role, opens nation- 
wide Friday Groupon is selling $6 tickets to 
the film. 

Subscribers who purchased the deal will 
get a special code to redeem their tickets on 
Fandango at any time during the movie’s the- 
atrical run. 

Lionsgate said it is the first Hollywood stu- 
dio to promote a major film via Groupon. 

Movie tickets have been featured on daily 
deal sites in the past; earlier this month, 
Groupon rival LivingSocial offered a national 
deal where consumers could purchase two 
tickets on Fandango for $9. 

Rob Solomon, Groupon’s president and 
chief operating officer, said in a statement 


that the Lionsgate deal is “a strong start to 
what will hopefully be deep and mutually 
beneficial relationships with movie studios 
and theatrical exhibitors.” 

As part of the Lionsgate partnership, the 
Groupon Web page for the deal featured 
an exclusive interview with McConaughey 
where the actor discussed subjects ranging 
from the new film to the kinds of rocks Mc- 
Conaughey likes to lift to stay in shape. 

The Lionsgate deal marks Groupon’s ex- 
pansion into new categories of deals beyond 
the local restaurant and spa discounts at the 
core of its business. 

The company has pushed aggressively into 
national deals that bring in more revenue, of- 
fering a regular rotation of discounts at online 
retailers that can be marketed in multiple cit- 
ies at once. 

Last month, Groupon partnered with air- 
line Virgin America, which entered the Chi- 
cago market with a deal on fares between 
O’Hare and the West Coast.

Thousands of people living near the 
troubled Fukushima Daiichi nuclear pow- 
er plant have been evacuated from their 
homes because of the risk of radiation leaks 
from reactors damaged by last week’s dev- 
astating earthquake and tsunami. 

But while most hurry in the opposite di- 
rection, about i8o plant workers are staying 
put— despite the fact that doing so could 
result in serious illness or even death— to 
battle the meltdown threat. 

“The workers at this site are involved in

area “or take shelter indoors if safe evac- 
uation is not practical,” U.S. Ambassador 
to Japan John Roos said Wednesday. The 
Japanese government has told people to 
evacuate the area to at least 12 miles. 



a heroic endeavor,” former U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy official Robert Alvarez told 
CNN. 

“There is at least fragmentary evidence 
that in some places on this site there are 


life-threatening doses of radiation. I think 
they are doing enormously heroic work” 
The workers left at the site are said to 
be highly trained and experienced nuclear 
operators, engineers and safety staff with 
highly specialized knowledge. 

Meanwhile in Tokyo, Japan’s beloved em- 
peror dramatically took to national TV air- 
waves Wednesday and buoyed the spirits of 
his disaster-stricken citizens. 

“I truly hope the victims of the disaster 
never give up hope, take care of themselves 
and live strong for tomorrow,” said the dig- 
nified and understated Emperor Akihito, in 
a calm and poignant speech delivered from 
the Imperial Palace.

The sold-out crowd 
followed from entranced to rowdy singing along for most of the night— 
loudly on favorites “Four Winds” and “The Calendar Hung Itself” as well 
as songs from the month-old “The People’s Key” 

The oldest song the indie-folk pioneers played, “Falling Out of Fove at 
This Volume,” blended nicely with material from the new album, sharing 
rock chords and synthesizer accents over the more minimalistic folk of al- 
bums in between, though Oberst’s natural progression was audible. Flugel- 
horn accompaniments from multi-instrumentalist Nate Walcott added to 
several acoustic songs, aiding the transition from dissonant to sweet. 

The odd moments of the night were the 45-minute lull following 
simple indie-rock openers The Mynabirds, and Bright Eyes’ choice of last 
song— the acoustic guitar-and-trumpet “Fadder Song,” which meant the 
audience’s subsequent screams and claps for an encore ruined the mel- 
low moment. Band members came back for four more, though, ending 
their 23 -song set with their most poppy song to date, “One for Tcbu, One 
for Me.” Exiting like rock stars, they stepped over thrown bras to shake 
hands with the front row

Bradley Cooper gets a different kind of hangover in his new movie. 

In “Limitless,” the “Hangover” star graduates from beer-guzzling, hm-loving 
dude to Eddie Morra, an author-turned-businessman who gets hooked on NZT, a 
drug that lets him use lOO percent of his brainpower. Before long, Eddie catches 
the attention of a Wall Street titan (Robert De Niro), the Russian mafia and some 
long-stemmed socialites. 

His latest on-screen image came with new responsibilities. The Philly native is 
not only the star of the film, he’s an executive producer as well. Cooper embraced 
the challenge of making the “hard” decisions while carrying the darkly comic 
thriller that opens Eriday 


“I loved it,” he said at a NewTbrk City news 
conference to support the film. “I love being a 
big part of the storytelling process. It reaUy 
fulfills me. Whether or not I get that op- 
portunity again, I don’t know I hope to. 

If this movie is successful, I probably 
will. If not, it will be harder to.” 

Chances are he will. Cooper, with 
his steely blue eyes and dusty blond 
hair, has movie-star looks and a successful 
comedy franchise in the form of “The Hang- 
over” and this summer’s “The Hangover II,” 
which he refers to as “the Apocalypse Now’ 
of comedy.” 

He has worked with some of the top show 
runners in TV, including Ryan Murphy (“Nip/ 
Tuck”) and J.J. Abrams (‘Alias”), and co- 
starred in memorable movie romcoms such as 
“He’s Just Not That Into You” and ‘All About 
Steve.” 


If that’s not enough. Cooper holds his own 
opposite co-star and two-time Oscar winner 
De Niro in “Limitless.” Cooper, an honors 
graduate of Georgetown (English degree) 
who earned his MFA from the Actors Studio 
Drama School at Pace University considered 
De Niro his idol. 

“That was just icing on the cake,” Cooper 
said. “He’s the reason I became an actor, pret- 
ty much. He came to our school and I asked 
him a question, which meant, like, the world 
to me. It was a wonderful experience working 
with him and I hope to do it a lot more in the 
future.” 

Cooper first met De Niro in 1999 when the 
Oscar winner recorded an episode of “Inside 
the Actors Studio” while Cooper was a stu- 
dent there. Cooper asked his idol about his 
technique in the film ‘Awakenings,” and De 
Niro said it was a good question. It exceeded 
Cooper’s wildest dreams.

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De Niro not big 
on small talk

FOR REDEYE 

Bradley Cooper discovered early during film- 
ing of “Limitless” that Robert De Niro isn’t 
one for small talk. 

That was delightfully apparent when De 
Niro appeared at a New Tbrk City news con- 
ference alongside Cooper, the film’s director, 
Neil Burger, and its writer/producer, Leslie 
Dixon. De Niro, like he does in films, was able 
to steal nearly every moment without saying 
a word. 

In the thriller, opening Friday, De Niro 
plays a powerful corporate mogul who 
hires Cooper’s character, Eddie Morra, to 
broker a deal after the writer becomes a 
Wall Street hot shot when he takes NZT, a 
drug that allows him to use all of his brain’s 
power. 

De Niro agreed to do “Limitless” only af- 
ter a full-on assault from Cooper, Burger and 
Nixon. Part of the appeal was that he didn’t 
have to carry the movie. He spent less than 


lo days on the set. 

“I enjoyed doing it. I wanted to work with 
Bradley and Neil,” he said. “Sometimes even 
though it’s not perfect, you do it to work with 
people so you can work with them again later 
on. It was good for me and I put a lot of work 
into it.” 

Cooper, who initially met De Niro when he 
was a student at the Actors Studio, admitted 
to being a little intimidated by the “Raging 
Bull” and “Godfather” star. That seems to be 
a common occurrence when younger actors 
meet the legend. 

“That goes away in a couple of days, if not 
sooner,” De Niro said when asked about his 
intimidation factor. “You have to work. In 
fact, any of that kind of stuff you can use. An 
actor should use it in the interaction {in the 
scenes}.” 

De Niro will go back to being “The Man” if 
a film he’s planning on shooting with director 
Martin Scorsese and fellow Oscar winners A1 
Pacino and Joe Pesci gets made. It’s based on a 



book called “I Heard You Paint Houses,” and 
chronicles the story of a man who confessed 
to killing former Teamsters boss Jimmy Hoffa. 

“I’m going to play that character,” De Niro 
said. “We’re really working to make it hap- 
pen.” 


Maybe a little NZT might help him get it 
out of development purgatory? 

“Yeah, that’s something I wouldn’t mind 
trying,” De Niro said with a laugh. “But not 
getting hooked on it.”
